(DRAFT RULES) 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Electricity

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(2) Before giving his approval in writing the Inspector 
shall ensure that inadvertant paralleling of different 
supplies is prevented by installing appropriate change 
over switches or inter-locking devices.”
